Washington, Nov. 23.—Several days 
of moderate weather witla sunshine 
are in prospect for most of the coun­ 
try east of .the Rocky Mountains,

to the 
Weather 
Bureau 
weekly forecast issued tonight. 
‘Rains are indicated Monday in the 
Southern States," says the forecast, 
“but with this exception generally fair 
weather will prevail for several days 
east of the Rocky Mountains and prob 
ably wen toward the end of the week 
over the eastern portion of the coun­ 
try, also the Southwest. Temperatures 
will be moderate over (the west central 
portions and will fall to more nor­ 
mal conditions toward tine eastward, 
with a decided fall over the north­ 
eastern districts.
